It will eventually roll forth in majesty and might and 
fill the whole earth. I testify that the kingdom is growing around the 
nucleus here, and its light is destined to shed its lustre over the earth aud 
wsher in the reign of peace on earth and goodwill to men. .

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ATTEMPT TO STOP. ‘THE EMIGRANTS 

the of Saints left here’ on 16th of Mer 
ball landed in New Vork, a dispatch had been sent by the U. S. Consul in 
Switzerland, warning the officers of the government in Wasbington that 
about 400 Swiss paupers were being emigrated on the S. S. Nevada. It was 

stated, also, that in addition to being paupers, they were largely criminal 

outcasts, This news was published throughout the Union and created a 
scall sensation.. The officers of the law in New York received instructions | 
from Washington to meet the emigrants before their arrival, and if the report 

were mau to bs correct, to prevent them from lunding. The officers accord- 
ingly met them, and the result is told in the following extract from the Ne- 

rk Morning Journal of May 28th, which also gives an account, of the 
interview of the.reporter with N Ben. E. Rich, who was in charge off 
the company, and with Hon. Lorin Farr, who met the company on landing at 
New Vork: 

"The Nevada was boarded at Quarantine by Inspector P, E. Herlich, who found that 
there’ were 750 { passengers, of whom 413 were Mormon emigrants and fourteen were 
elders. - The eonverts were at once seen to be a very worthy class of people—better, in 
tat, than the uverage emigrants. arriving at Castle Garden. Their nationalities were 
English, German, Swiss, Swede, Norwegian aud Welsh, 211 being British, 184 German 
and ws, and 12 Scandinavian. The males and females were about equal, and one, 
2 were children under twelve years of age. The youngest were two babes born d 

o only apparent paupers' in the crowd, ‘They were all neatly « 
e the infants in arms to an old woman of seventy years, seemed to be i in the en- 
jdyment of ruddy health. 

Superintendent lor ‘and Starr questioned be 
the immigrants closely, and it was found that all paid their own passage or their friends 
helped them, not one was aided by a foreign goverument or by contributions from Utah. 
The Danes and Swedes possessed but little money, but the Swiss emigrants had between 
them over $5,000, and a number of the Germans held drafte ‘for 4 few hundred dollars.

According to the stipulations, Elder was to neve privilege: of 
asking three questions, such as the remarks lust made might suggest, to do 
answered by his opponent in a ten minutes’ speech, but as Mr. Adam's speech 
had suggested no questions, Brother Parkinson waived his privilege to save 
time. Mr. Adam then asked the following questions: Is the Book of Mor- 
mon a new revelation of inspired Scripture?” Are your Apostles called of 
God?” “Do you believe in the final salvation of all men ' In a ten minutes”, 
speech Brother Parkinson explained that the Book of Mormon is a new 
revelation in the nature of a history of the ancient inhabitants of the Ameri- 
can continent and the word of God as given to thém, the same as the Bible 
was to those on the Eastern continent; also that the Apostlés of the Church 

riet Lecter day Saints were called of God, and that in a general 
v0! Will be saved. Lack of time, however, prevented him 

ining the condemnation that those will be under who sin against 
light and knowledge, and “ crucify to themselves the Son of God afresh, and 
put Him to an open shame,” though he intimated that men would receive 
different degrees of glory, and declared that they would be rewarded aceord- 
ing to their works. He was theu allowed thirty minutes to make another 
speech, but as Mr. Adam had so utterly failed to rebut anything which he 
bad first offered, and advanced nothing new himself, he was left without, 
ground for argument. He therefore pointed aut some of his opponent's ; 
eophistry in attempting to invalidate the Saints’ claim to a belief in certain 
principles because others also entertained them, complimented him on his 
detailed explanation of the various ordinances in which laying on of hands 
was a feature, and occupied the balance of his time in a further review of 
the first principles of the Gospel, and describing the. organization of the 
Church. 

In the thirty minutes speech then allowed Mr. Adam, he quoted from 
Hebrews vii, 11, to prove that the Aaronic Priesthood. had been abolished, 
and attempted to show that the Latter-day Saints in claiming to hold that 
Priesthood are in error; but as the Saints never claimed that it has always 
existed since the days of the Savior, his point was not very clear. He did 
not prove from the Scripture that the Lord never intended to restore it, and 
as the Saints received it from John the Baptist, who held it in thet former 
dispensation, his argument did not touch their case, He demanded a sigu 
to prove that the Saints were in possession of the gifts of the Gospel, and 
appealed to the prejudices of the audience by announcing in dramatic style. 
the belief of the Saints in patriarchal marriage. He * or extracts d

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early volumes of the MitLenniaL Star, expressing the idea of the Saints on 

the subject of the Godhead, and held the same up to ridicule, but failed to 

produce a passage of Scripture either upon this subject or that of marriage. 

He repeated some slanderous story about a preacher in Utah being threatened 

by the “ Mormons,” and finally declared that Joseph Smith was a fals 

prophet, as he was not mentioned in the Scriptures, and the Aposties were 

deceivers, as they did not manifest any of the signs of their calling. 
Elder Parkinson had but ten miuutes in which to reply, but he pointed ous 
from the words of the Savior what kind of a generation‘sign-seckers were, 
and intimated that a rule that would apply to a people would to an indi- 
vidual; proved from Paul’s writings to the Ephesians that Apostles, Prophets. 
etc, were to continue “till we all come in the uuity of the faith;” invited a 
comparison of the Book of Mormon and all the doctrines of the Saints with 
the Bible, and assured Mr. Adam that any one of the Elders would be willing 
to meet him night after night aod discuss the principles thoroughly. 

Mr. Adam, in making the closing speech, attempted to read an article from 
a magazine prejudicial to the Latter-day Saints, but as it was such a flagrant. | 
departure from the rules of the discussion the chairman ruled it out. He | 
laid the book down, but declared his intention of making it publie, and pro- 
ceeded to call attention to several points that bud not been proven to his 
satisfaction. He, however, did not manifest much ofa d eaire tu Menn 
truth the Saints might be in possession of, but Ata tat that bs would 
deliver a lecture on the following Suuday evening and expose Mormonism.” 

A vote of thanks was tendered the chairman for the impartial manner io a 
which he had presided over the meeting, and, Mr. H. T. Collin, the friend of | 
Mr. Adam, generously announced that the Christian Chureh would bear all 
the expense of the meeting, whereas the agreement was that each party to 

the discussion should bear one half of it. Elder Parkinson announced the 
regular meétings of the Saints in Liverpool, and invited all who wished to 
investigate their principles to attend, and dismissed the assembly with prayer.

| THE WORK IN NEW ZEALAND. 

Elders Wm. Burnett, J. 8. Ferris and L. C. Farr have recently returned to their 
homes in Utah from a mission to New Zealand, bringing with them thirty-nine of their 
eonverts. Six natives ef the Sandwich Islands also accompanied them from Honelulu to 
Salt Lake City. The Deseret News, alluding to Elder Ferris’ mission, says: “ His. 
labors were throughout the island generally, mostly among the Maories (aboriginal 
inhabitants). From investigations which he made, he satisfied himself that they and the 
American Indians had a common origin. They have a tradition that their forefathers 
left Palestine and landed in a great country, which their fathers finally also emigrated = 
from in ships and landed on New Zealand. They also claim to have had Prophets among — 
their fathers, These traditions agree precisely with the record of the Book of Mormon. 
They are a quiet, naturally intelligent people, many of them being fairly educated in 
their own and the English languace. 

„The work has upened up among them, having begun, as stated in a letter some time 
ago, from Elder Burnett, by a manifestation from the Lord. About ninety have been

their own folly. It was so in the diys of Noah, when all the inhabitants of 
the earth perished, but eight persons. It was so in the days of our Savior. 
The people of God have since suffered the lasting and terrible punishment 
of their sins and apostasy in rejecting the Messiah. The Christian world of 
to-day profess to believe in the New and Old Testament, and, led by a false 
and apostate priesthood, blindly speculate on the restoration of the Gospel

- dneaven : and whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound in heaven: 
and whatsvever thou shalt loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven.” The 


_ fact that the powers and keys were given to Peter, and that it is recorded in 


the Holy Scriptures, is not sufficient reason for any one to claim the same; 
_» @nd if people do claim the same it is no proof that they possess it, Now, 


. Christ said; “I will build my Church.“ What Church! The Church of 
» Christ, not the church ef Rome, or any other church. Is it because Peter ia 
Latin meant rock, that the church should be built on him? Then it would 
be Peter’s church and not Christ's Church. What rock has Christ reference 
to then! We read in the same chapter, verses 15,16, 17—“ But whom say 

ve that Iam? And Simon Peter answered and said, thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God. And Jesus answerd and said unto him, Blessed 
art thou, Simon Bar-jona : for flesh and blood hath. not revealed it unte 


» thee, but my Father which is in heaven.“ We see by this that God had given 


a revelation to Peter, so we must come to the conclusion that Peter was a 


Prophet, aud we are assured of the fact by the miracles and prophecies: that 


God worked through bis administration. IT uns not flesh abd blood,that 
revealed it to him, or if s che church would be built on flesh and blood, and 
the church would be the church of Peter and of map, depending on man 
alone for guidance, doctrines and precepts. All Christian churches have 
men's names, and are men’s churches, having creeds differing one from an- 
ther according to the whims of their foundera. In the Church of Christ, the 
rock on which it is built is Christ, he being the corner stone thereof; and 
the testimony of Christ is the spirit of prophecy,” (or revelation). Then 
de Church of Christ can not exist without revelation. And every member 
Church of Christ must have the testimony of Jesus to know for him- 
he really is in His Church, And the testimony of Jesus, which 
the spirit of prophecy,” is the watchword and password of His Church, 
fer He has told us so:“ (John vii., 10, 17.) “Jesus answered them and said, 
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„A e is sit Wide but his that sent me. If any man will do his will, 
‘he shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself.” 

In order to possess the keys and powers of the kingdom a person must 
be a prophet, as Peter was, and all prophets before him. Have the popes 
been prophets, or pretended to have any revelation’? No, not only have they 
made no pretentions to being prophets and to having received revelations, but 
they deny their necessity, and reject the corner stone. They have built unte 
themselves churches, and take unto themselves the honor. They preside und 
teach men ordinances, among which is the confession. They take on them- 
selves the power to remit sins, even the most horrible of all the sins, the 
_ shedding of blood. It is true, having uo prophets, they claim the infallibility 
of the popes ; and history has left us the records of their fullibility, and te 


weir shame, if they haveany. As for the * of hell not prevailing against 


judge yourselves. 

We have in the Old Testament records of the doiugs of the fathers, ser- 
vants and prophets of God from the creation to Christ ; and in the New 
Testament the records of the doings of Jesus and his disciples as far as the 
vear A. D. 90: but from that date to this, A. D. 1883, we have no record of 


any prophet or servants of God, and consequently no revelations, no Church 


of Jesus Christ. If we but compare the present with the past, we can see the 
eause of this apostasy: since John, there has been no servant, no prophet of 
God ; and men bave been left to themselves in deep darkness. 

In the New Testament we have the record of Jesus ordaining twelve mea 
to the Apostleship, also Seventies. In the Acts we have the record of 
Matthias Gets i. 25) being ordained to the Apostleship (Rom. i, 1,5; x, 14; 
xi, 13), and again, (Acts vi, 6) the ordination of seven Deacons, ‘and of 
Timothy (1 Tim. iv, 14; 2 Tim. i, 6), and also (Acts xiii, 3) of Saul or Paul 
being ordained to the Apostleship. Can the Roman church or any other 
church furnish such record of the ordination of the first Pope or any of their 
leaders? for if they can their claim is established, but if they cannot furnish 


tsch record, they are im postors. The Holy Scriptures have been in their 


hands for centuries; they have accepted or rejected certain portions of them 


gat their good pleasure; they have formed what is called the canon of 


Scripture, which is that portion of them contained in King James’ and other 


translations. Certainly if they had found any proof to substantiate their 
Auaim, they would have published that aleo. 


__ The martyrdom of Peter occurted about the year 65 or 66, and at that time 
» all the Apostles were living, with the exception of James, and none of them 
das left us any record of 80 important a fact. The Apostle John has left us 
ae epistles, written 4. p. 90, thirty-four years after the death of Peter; and 
yet he makes no record of the fact that the leadership had been conferted oa 
anyone else. In the year & D. 96, thirty years after the death of Peter, Joha 
wrote, his revelation; without making any record of such a fact either; on the 
-eontrary, he denounces the church at Rome as he anti-christ. 

Peter wrote his second epistle probably in t. winter of, 65-6, as his death 
is put on the 22nd or 24th of February 66, and he does not mention the fact 
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
